Yesterday morning, about 
half-past four, they left the ball, in 
company with Mr. Rhodes, his wife 
and another man, who, on reaching the 
house, left the lovers in the hall-way. 
They had scarcely undressed when they 
heard a pistol shot, immediately fol- 
lowed by two others. Mr. Rhodes took 
a light and went down stairs, at the 
foot of which he found the young girl, 
Sarah, lying, with a bullet hole in her 
left temple, and at the door he discov- 
ered — — in a pool of blood, 
which ran m his head where three 
balls had entered. He immediately 
roused the neighbors, who gathered 
around in alarm. Both were taken in 
an insensible condition, and were con- 
veyed to Mount Sinai Hospital, in 
West Twent th street. 

Coroner llins attended at the 
Mount Sinai Hospital, and examined 


| the girl Sarah Boerd, as to the circum- 


stances of the shooting. She states 
that she was engaged to be married to 
Bamberger. On Wednesday night he 
and she went to a ball at the National 
Assembly Rooms, and returnd about 
six o’clock yesterday morning. The 
hall was dark, and they were talking 
pleasantly together, and in about three 
minates she was shot; There was no 
misunderstanding between them, and 


they were to be married soon. Her 
father was o to tt; she never 
saw the pistol found in Bamberger’s 


possession, and he had never threatened 
violence — her or himself in case 
she ref to marry him; there was 
no one in the hall at the time, so far as 
she knows; Bam! r was sober, and 
after she was shot she knew nothing for 
some little time. The girl evidently 
desires to convey the impression that 
she was not shot by her lover. 

The report, when first related to the 
police of the Sixteenth precinct, was 
that they were both shot by her step- 
father, whereupon an officer was dis 

ed to arrest him, and sueceeded 
n doing so as he came from a liquor 
store in Forty-seventh street. On bein 
informed of the occurrence, he seem 
startled. The following letter, written 
in German, was found on the person of 
the unfortunate man, which shows that 
the deed was premeditated:
